Mr. MillB — III rising to niovo for a 
select commifcteo to oiuiuiro into tho 
><Bauties of the present iiuancial dopro.-i- 
sion, said I assume' that thore exi.stn at 
tho present time ii very consideruble 
Gxteat of liiifiuciidl stringency iu the 
country. When wo uotico in the 
newspapers from day to day the fail- 
ure of men onyaged in nianufacturitig 
or commercial pursuits, in various 
1 parts of the country; when wo observe 
/statements that lurgo numbers, who 
■formerly were employed in tho lumber 
■ttade, are now unocoupied, it appears 
f" to me tinneceseary to bring before the 
House any array of facts with a view 
to establish a proposition which, I 
suppose, will meet with general assent. 
I assume therefore that there is a very 
considerable amount of doprusaiou in 
thp various branches of trade and iu- 

■ drtatry.;_and I purpose-masking the 
fibuse for a committee to enqui-e iiito 
the eauBQS of this distress. Wo ob- 
serve that those who hiivo failed are 
of the commerci.al as well as the man- 
ufacturing class — that it is not only 
those engaged in producing various 
articles of industry vrithin tho eouuiry 
who have suffered, but that merchants 
engaged in importation of goods have 
suflerod quite as much, so far as we 
can gather from general reports, as 
those engaged iu manufacture. I dare 
say that by enquiring of official as- 
signees in various parts of the coun- 
try, we can ascertain with a consider- 
able degree of precision the question 
of tho failure of those engaged m 
manufacturing and of those in com- 
i^ejcial pursuits. That, however, is 
amatter of Information to bo obtained 

■ by the oommitteo. We find that largo 
houses engaged in mauulacturing in 
the adjoining republic have failed., I 
will, however, say this that we are 
suffering to a considerable extent from 
commercial depression in cousequeueo 
of our intimate relations with the 
trade of tho adjoining republic. I 
think it was a sound principle which 
was laid down many years ago by a 
distingaiajt^ed EDgtish statesman that 
one nation had the same interest in 
commercial prosperity of another na- 
tion with whom it carries on trade to 
a large extent, that a merchant had in 
the welfare of his cu?tomerH. It is 
not very easy for tho merchant to , re- 
niain prbsperoufi jwhile. his customers 
are impoverished; and it is not very 
easy for the people of this country 
who are engaged in commercial pur- 
siiits to be iu a highly prosperous con- 
dition while those witu whom they 
are dealing are suffering from fiuau- 

KQial; depression. It is said by those 
who are in favor of seeking relief from 
our present condition by legislation in 
this House that wo might improve^ our 
condition by an alteration of tho fiscal 
policy of this country. I am not go- 
ing to say whether that is tho correct 
view or not. I am not going to say 
whether we might here resuiiin our 
importation — if there lias bfcii over- 
importation — by a protective tafdf. 
I am afraid that high duties upon im- 
ported articles have not always Sjecur- 
ed that object elsewhere, whether 
they would do so or not iu this coun- 
try. I shall not surmise in anticipa 
tion of information to 1)0 obtained 
through comniitleo. One thing is 

. certain, that tho balaucc of trade has

of Oreat Britain is carried on, and tho 
marine of England, onjoy tho proiits. In 
tho United States, for a number of years, 
tho balauco of trado had been against 
thut oouutry. Thus, while we obaervo 
that in England the balance of trade la 
apparently againat England, under a non- 
protoctive tariff, or free trade policy, in 
tho United States, under a proteotivo 
tariff, the balance of trado was diteotly in 
favour of tho public, regardless of any 
advautagea whioh it may have from the 
carrying trade. Since 1801 thny have 
have had a high proteotive tariff in that 
country. There oan„be no doubt what- 
ever, while in Eogland tho carrying tnicle 
beiug in EuKli»h hunda, more than oum- 
ponsatoH for tho diiT'irenco in the raUui 
between imports and exports, in tho 
United Statea, had not tho currying trado 
gradually passed into foreign hands, the 
bulunco of trade, iostoad uf being, dimin- 
isbed, would hare been very largely ia-; 
oreaaed. Mr. Mills continued to say ttTat' 
tho biilanco of trade, although a veiy im- 
portmit item, not abnolutely oonclu-, 

Hive iiH to tho eummercial Btute of tho 
• OLinti'}-, anil quoted from Adam Smith 
to mIiow that the hahiuoo of j>roiluco and 
cousuiiiplioii may be ounNtdiitly in favour 
of a nation, though tho balance of trado 
bu gcuorally against it. The oo'ulition 
of Engluad, with a large balance of trade 
ag tiedt Uer, verilled, he' bb'ntinned, the 
priuuipla laid down by A.dam Smith, and 
ho held that the exports of a country are 
a very muuh safer basis for estimating its 
prosperity than the iocreaso of its itu 
ports. The llouao had been repeated Iv 
urged to adopt a highly protootivo tariCf, 
with a view to protect overtrading. Hf> 
referred. , to the difference, in the ooBt^c^'f 
ship building in New Briinawiek and the 
United Statea to show that in the lattor 
(iouutry they could import much ohoapor 
than they construct mere foroign vesatdu 
not registered there. Ila muutiouoJ tliis 
to show that no rule can be laid down by 
which an inorease of tariff diminiihei im- 
portations. This country wants one of 
the two things— either a larger market, 
or lacreaied prices for the artiolos to be 
Hold. Ho conohidod by moving, second- 
ed by Mr. McDougall, that a Select Ooui- 
mi tuOiOomposed of Messrs. Burpsa (Sun- 
bury), Carmicbael, Currier, Oharltau, 
Piatt, Dymond, Sinclair, ^Vo'^l^fi'*? 
the mover, be appointed te •acquire into 
the oanses of 'the present financial string- 
ency. 

On tho motion being ijut. 

Sir John Maodonald said he rose for 
purpose of calling the attention of tho 
House and tho Administration to the pur- 
port of tho motion. His hon. friend was 
a little oat of order in one pattionlar to 
whioh ho (Sir John) directed his atten- 
tion. He had remarked in .some of tho 
newspapers a statement that a torpedo 
had been thrown on the floor of tho 
House. His hon. friend (Mr. Mills) had 
thrown the torpedo, for his motion 
amountod to one of want of confidence 
in tho Administation, no matter how it is 
expressed, or whether advanced by a aup- 
porter or opponent of tho Government. 
So it was invariably considered, so inuoh 
so ttiat instead of the roundabout way of 
moving for a Coramittoo regarding the 
Htate of the nation, or an addreas to the 
Crown, it ia held to bo docidedlv a mo- 
tion of want of confidenoo. If his hon. 
friend had moved for an enquiry into the 
best mode of promoting the interests of 
trade or agrioaltura thia would have been 
quite ge rmain, but when he asks for a 
Committee to enquire into the deproisi m 
surrounding the nation, it amounted to 
what ho (Sir John) oontondod la 1826, 
Mr. Hume made almost precisely a simi- 
lar motion, and although he saul in his 
speech that he did not wish to affect the 
Ministry by his motion, it was held and 
treated by the House of Commons, by tho 
Ministry, and by tho Opposition as being 
in effect a motion of want of conlldence. 
His hon. frio.id (Mr. Mills) by the 
spoech just delivered had avowed disbe- 
lief in the causes of distress as ennuniuat- 
ed by Hia Excellency, on the adviop of 
his Ministry. Hia hon. friend waa, not 
satisfiod with the statement of Hia E.X'!el- 
Inncy, for he asks for a C'nimit'ee f.)r 
furilier inforiniition — -a Cojiiin tti'e em 
powered to send for piipi'rs aiid f(jr per- 
sons, and to tnki! evi.leiice; in fact, t(j as- 
sume the p'jwer of the Cioverniuenl, anil 
to make enqiiiries which ihey, iu aocor- 
ilanee with their duty, hail already made. 
Humour Haid— uo dimbt very improperly 
— tniit onirtiile lilvisers had been culled 
iu to eoii-<id'M' iIm fiiidnoial affurs of the 
enuntrv. N ■ .' , liero is an outside advi 
A T t,iliint{ u r liu ground, for altliou;-;li 
III the .Mliilrtteri.il i-iiiilt.s, h" Was not, yet 
on ilio Ire.iMiu y bmiehos. If tlio motion 
|).isM'il, it ^MMiUl be an asseition that the 
lIl)U^♦u iliil iiiiL Ijeliove iho alleged ciuse.s 
of tuo depression. The logienl ounso 
quenson of the motion passing .voiild b" 
tliut uo steps could be tiUeii by the Fi 
nance MiniHter until the Counnit'ee re- 
ported. Ho iM)nlil not bring ilown the 
Bildgot,ai)d they oould not know wlietlu-r 
the promised reductions are called for or 
not. This Rviileneo is not for tho Coin- 
initlOB, hut for tho House agd the coun 
try. It looms to him (hir John) that thin 
motion ought to be postponed until after 
tho Finance Minister makes his Budget 
Sp..eeh. _ 

Mr. Young said the causes of depres- 
sion, ia his humble judgment, might 
fiftsily bo found. The prosperity i of a 
country never kept regular puoe year after 
year. After three, foiii', or live 3'ears of 
liiianoiid expansion generally came a cor- 
responiliug eoiilraction. In 1800 our 
lotid imports and exports togetlior 
amounted to $177,000,000. Iu 1873, four 
years after, they had ekpa&ded to §217,- 
000, OUn, being an expanaion of 889,000, - 
000. There had been a great influx of 
oajjital from Groat Britain for tho oon- 
fitructinn of railways, and tho country 
could not go on expanding its commeroe 
at tho rate of 822,51)0,000 per annum, of 
course, a lull must taka plaoo. Our 
prosperity had also ba«n affected b.v the 
state of things in ih(> United States. Then 
a large portion of bnuincBs, capital wan 
inrested in railways: and other {works 
which' w^ould ' give nd' t^^nrns' fori some' 
yeara to come. The present' depression,

Hon. Dr. Tupper — Does not tho law 
gentleman include tho coal, interest? 

Air. Workman — I have just come to 
this Uonso from the counting house, from 
tlie bunkers, the merchants, and tho 
manufacturers; therefore I know hew 
very great tho depression ia in those 
tliree moat important bruDohes of thd 
induatr.r of!the~X>ominion. ^or ttie last 
eighteen muutha there has been a gradual 
shrinking of values and curtailmeut of 
trado, until we have now arrived at u 
condition which, iu forty years commer- 
cial e.xperii.'nco, I have never seen equal 
ed. We have tliorBfore arrived at a poai 
tioa when it is very important that the 
gentlemen who bavo obarge of,, the ad 
miniatration of nffairs of th'ia country 
should fairly look the question in tho 
face and do anything ami ever.vtliing thut 
is in their power to remove ua I'ur as po.-^ 
Hible tho en uses that hiivo brought about 
this slate of things. I shall not enter 
particularly upon these causes at present, 
bat I know thia, that tho mauufacturer- 
of thia country are now in a moat de- 
pressed state, that that depression hai- 
been gradually going on aud increasing 
until at present nearly one half of .all the 
maniifacturiufi^ establishments iu and 
around the city from whioh I oama are 
closetl up, ami the olher half are working 
on half or perhaps two thirds time. Any 
number of hands hitve been discharged 
iiud are idle to-duy, while those who are 
employed ar^ only:ea^J□ing>Ilg^ of ffom 
76 to 80 per 6eht. of' What they^ earned 
before. A vast amount «f misery and 
distress prevails around Montreal in eon 
sequence. That arises, sir, in some mea 
sure, I am willing to admit, from over 
proiluotion, but it we had only that Ur 
coutei4d against wo oould Boon remove 
that oril. We are living near the United 
States with a very enterprising and pros 
peroiis perpio who^o manufacturing in- 
terests have withiu the Jast ten or illteen 
years made marvellous strides. Diiriufj 
tho rebellion wages iu the United States 
were high and it was ditticult to procure 
goods anything like as cheaply as now, 
but since tho war the industries of . the 
country have been very prosperous and 
there is now in the United Statea manu- 
fuiitUres an amount of money, skill and 
perseverance, which, if continued, will 
in a very short time leave even old Eng- 
land in the shade. They have adopted a 
polioy in that country, the results of 
(vhich hare been moat beneficial in build- 
ing up the maunfaoturiiig iuduntries 
tlier.e, There is a great outcry made 
agiiiQat- protection, bat if wo wish to judge 
of its benefiolAl efTeots we have only t'l 
look to the Uuitod States. That country's 
manufactures are not yet a century old, 
yet look at tho position they occupy iu 
the world to-day. They are able to 8en>l 
goods to Mauubeater and compete with 
the manufacturers there; they are able to 
deluge our markets as well as uitUer coun- 
tries with their goods at prices ruinous 
to Ut). An .American manufacturer linds 
his stock acciimiiliitiug, looks over to Ca- 
nada for a market, whe.ro he .ilau^'hlers 
them for wli«tover they briug, the couse- 
quoiice is that these goods— even to the 
Hiusll amount luy friend from Waterloo 
has stated— are forced into our market 
uutil the effect is -liaastrous to our native 
indnsliies. I have seen it and experience 
it uiys-lf eveiy day. I can tail the hon. 
gentlemen who are free traders in this 
House— and I regret thai tliere are a great 
many of them - that tho manufaoturers' 
interests, if not soon jirotect-jd with the 
otiier industries of tlie country, will suffer 
very much. '.'he mercantile interests are 
very importaut, aud tuuy depend for sue 
ce IS upou the Huceass of the msuhanic 
and tliH manufacturer. 

.Mr. Wood said he did not intend to 
disciiSH the iiiie>tioii of the tariff now, but 
he thought lUat the commerciui iuterort.-> 
of the oonntry bad not tieeii dealt with by 
the hon. member f ir Bothwtdl with the 
oireiiii.l lelib ■r.itioii th.-y were entitled 
to. if. iiisti'.i.l ot u.sljiijj^ for a raiiiiiulti-e, 
lluilion. ineiii!.);-r wi-nl about .ouoiigst 
maniil'artiirer.s. tie woiud get all the in- 
formatii'ii he required before tlie eu-l of 
tho session. If lie wont to hi-, hon. friend 
from South Leeda, he would Iiud that his 
factories wer« closed, l)ecati'8e the oonutry 
was flooded with .\ia-!riu iii m iniif.ier.ure-., 
sold at priues whieli detieil oompv-titiou. 
So it was with the hon. gentieuiAu from 
Cornwall. The lion. (.;oritleiii-iii wa-< no; 
aware tliiit .Vini-iie.ius vseni sen lint; fur 
nitiire into Ciiiiada aud selling it for wu u 
it would fetch. It w.is the Siiine with 
every class of ^;o id i in luuf lOt.iirH 1 in Ih,- 
Uiiiteil States. He qiioteil li-;iires in su|)- 
jiort ol bis sliitement. When tho ques- 
tion of protection, per sn, oame up, as lio 
|iresuniedit would on tlie t irill, hull, guu- 
tleiuea oil Ills siile of t ie tl iil-ie would bo 
prepared to discuss it nr. its merits. 

^Ir. T'hompsoii (Wellaiul) thought that 
the present panic had been brought about 
by overtrading. Uo eonsnlereil that we 
should leave, trado to return to its norm.ul 
state before discussing our commeroial 
ailment The presiuit tinii) he luild to be 
inop|)ortiine for such iliscussion. They 
hid to decide upon general principles, 
and make laws acceptable to all. He ad- 
vocated free trado. 

After Bomo remarks from Mr. Mucdou- 
ald ( I'oronlo) who oppor-ed tho motion, 

Hon. I\ir. (!artwriglit — My right hon. 
friend from Kingston oppnses the motion 
ol' my hon. irirnd from liothwidl, because 
ho allejjes that his motion ia to iiiquu o 
into the state of the nation; but lie will 
ruiueinber that during his own reign lio 
Imd uo objection t9 any nunihor of com- 
niitteos pfiii aimiliir character. No longer 
ago than in 1873We right hon. gentlemuu 
couHoiited to a oommitteo to reportjOn tho 
e^t(Mit and cdtiditi6b of the^Qfaatifaotares 
of tho Uominion.

-his motion he did not propose to enquire 
into the state of the nation, but iuto the

tion!^of the nation. Our records are full 
of such motions, to all intents ond pur- 
poses, and I havu not, tho digliteat doubt, 
if it is tho opinion of the House that this 
Oommitlee should be appointed, it should 
be gratified in tho shape of tho resolution 
I have reoomoionded. Still I beg to aay 
that no difference whatever exists > be- 
tween a oommitteo to enquire into the 
condition of one portion ol the communi- 
ty i^nd the commission alluded to iu his 
remarke. I aiu not going into a general 
iliHcussiou of tho policy of the Govern- 
ment ut this time, I will simply say that 
tho right hon. gentleman will find at the 
proper time that this QoverDmeut are not 
disposed to shirk one iota of the respon- 
sibility that belongs to them. We iimler- 
standjl.o.w^lo frame our policy, and know 
how and when to bring il down to this 
House. 

Sir John Muc.loiiald -i do not object 
to ilie motion of my hun. frieiul, but I 
say it is a motion of wuiit of confidence as 
every iuotion of this kind is. I have not 
the slightest objection that this commit 
lee should be ^app^iiited, and that my 
hou. friend should sit in judgment on the 
acts of the GovHrninrnt.

No loss a personage than tbo ox- 
Chief Commissiouer of tbo repudiated 
aud disgraced Governmont rushes in- 
to print in an endeavor to inako out a 
good ease for himself in the matter of 
the appointment of Mr. C. McK. 
Smith to the position of Superinten- 
dent of the Lunatic Asylum building; 
and a bad case for tbo present Goverii- 
nieiit who very properly reduced Mr.. 
Smith's high salary to the going rate 
and sub.soqnontly removed that dis 
tinguisbed individual fiom a position 
which he filled with much profit to 
bimaolf but with very poor results to 
the 'Province. Tbo Chief Commia- 
IVneil". t^if^t loose regard for facts 
Ithafihas distinguished bis political 
•oarj^ei-, says that ho removed Mr. 
.'SmitU froffi the position boforo the 
"'new Governmont came into power, 
Bijfl that the new Government rein- 
''atatad'him'so that he might be out of 
the way v»bile the elections were going 
on., '^hese ' statements arc entirely 
untrue', as we can easily show. The 
Walkem Government were dcfoatod 
on the 25th day of January last, and 
resigned on' the 28th; On the 29th— 
' 'day following the resignation of 
i tUa Gpyemmfut— j(*eq»;i,oto the 'Stan- . 
dard') Mr. Smith arrived from New 
Wes^jiister !'- Mr .Vernon took charge 
of the ImndB &, Worlds departmeiit qh 
tbfi. let'OfiFeburary, and, finding Mv'., 
Smith loafing about the ^streets. of Vic- 
toria when he should" have been' \t- 
' tending to his duties at Westmijjiste^, 
and, also, in tbo enjoyment of. thirty 
d jllara more a month than any other 
"boas" in the pay of the Government 
■was receiving, ordered, .him. to, re- 
turn to bis duty at WestmiDBier at the 
standard rate of wages.- .Ify««B^. -Mr.. 
Beaveu asserts. Mr. Smith had been 
removed by him, why did the lattor's 
name appear on the pay-roll of the 
department when Mr. Vernon took 
ohirge? And if Mr. Smith was the 
recipient of a salary, ^vbat business 
had bo at Tictoria while the work bo 
was paid to superintend was going on 
at Now Westminster? The answers 
are ready. Tbo arrival of Mr. Smith 
at Victoria on the day after the rcs^Ujnal'ion 
of the Walkem Government proves tha 
he was sent for to assist in the canvass 
for Mr. Duck to "tost tho popularity 
of Mr. Beaveu!" It is strange that 
Mr. Beaven only found out after his 
defeat that Mr. Smith's presence was 
required at Victoria on the evo of tbo 
oloctioii. So far from the present 
Govornment attachingauy importance 
to the political iulluonco of Mr. S., 
their act in dismis.sing him show.s that 
they have the greatest contempt for 
tte puny efforts of both he and his 
paper to dislodge them. Whoever may 
bo Mr, Smith's successor, we are sure 
that he will not bo appointed until ho 
is required, and that when selected ho 
will be taken from several competent 
' men resident for many years at tbo 
-Spyal City, and whoso claims were 
ignored when the late incumbent was 
thrust into the district. We remem- 
ber denouncing the appointment of 
.the late superintendent of the 
the Innatib building as a ^iece of pol- 
itical poaching that would nbt' lje tol- 
. erated in the Eastern Provinces, and 
an evidence of the intention of Mr. 
Beaveu to engraft the pernicious 
"American systehi" upon' o^r , institu- 
tions. The .dismissal of .tbe incum- 
bent has nipped the foreign plant "i' 
the bud." With' respect to the com- 
petency of Mr.^Smith'wfl have nothing 
to say beyond tfiis: That "if Mx. Bea- 
von can prove there are no competent 
mechanics in Westminster District, 
tbeu tho appointment of Mr. Smith 
by him will not only bo justified but 
the present Governmont will have 
been shown to have actud wrongly m 
discharging him. Wo are lod to bo- 
lioYO, however, that there are several 
men resident at Westminster who uro 
as competent as Mr. Smith to dis- 
charge the duties. Perhaps tho 
'Herald' can furnish some information 
ou this head. Mr. Beaven raises a 
side-issue in citing Mr. O.T.Seymour's 
presence at Victoria upon olection- 
day. Mr. Seymour, like any other 
gentleman, -wofBupposo, is at liberty 
to visit Victoria wiien and ]\o\v he 
pleases without exciting tho unfavora- 
ble comment of Mr. Eobort Beaven; 
but since the last-named gentlemuu 
has questioned his rigut to do so wo 
have made inquiry and loam that Mr. 
-geymour visited Victoria on business 
connected with tho charter of tbo ship 
Boulah. If he chanced to bo hero 
during the election and took a. warm 
interest in the return of his I fUend 
;Mr. Elliott, we cannot Bee.'tbtft he . is 



censurable for exercising a constitu- 
tional right. 

In conclusion we would say that wo 
bail tho dismissal of Mr. Smith as one 
of the first steps necessary for'^a 
thorough reform. of[ the^ Gpyernmout 
which hadfalleri into disreputlo during 
tiie administration of Mr. Beaven and 
his colleagues. Tbo ijruuing-knifo is 
sadly needed in other districts and 
other departments and, rest assured, 
it will be applied I

;the No.vJi Scotia divi.sion, $12,581. Tho 
pil-ireqitired for the lighthouses of the 
Dominion, with tlio exception of Brit- 
ish Columbia, was suppliorl by F. A. 
Fitzgerald & Co., of tho Union Potro 
iGuiu'Co'inpauy, London. In the Pa- 
cific Providce; dog-fish liver oil is used 
with great success. 

Tho quantity supplied to tho lights 
above Montreal was 10,405 gallons; to 
tliose in Quebec district, and on the 
North sliore of New llninswick nnd 
Priiico Edward Island ,35,413 gallons; 
in tbo Bay of Fundy, ll.OIli, and to 
Nova Scotia lights, l!S,778, making in 
all 105, ,332 g-.Uons. 

The ateamors under the control of 
the Departments are the Napoleon 
HI,, tho Druid, Lady Head. Sir James 
Douglas, Iviclieiieii, Nowfield, Gli^n- 
dor, and two small rivor pidico steam- 
ers, tho Dcdpliiu and Adele. Tbo 
Napoleon ILL has been thoroughly 
repaired sitico the accidcut when she 
was crushed by the ico. The cost of 
raising her and repairiiighor was §51, 
9U0. Tho Sir James Douglas was 
rendered unlit for service by the 
broaking of her shaft. She was re- 
paired at the co:-t of §31,000. The 
Hichelieu and Xewliold aro new steam- 
ers purcua-sed last year, $85,000 hav- 
ing been voted for tho purpose last 
session. 

Tho r port of the ('bairmin of the 
Board of Steamboat Iiispoctioa shows 
tbat during, the year .tliet a had been 
issued '929 certificates, 128 less than 
in the pievious Vt-ar. Too number of 
steamers inspected was Litil, having a 
gioss tonnage of 113,115 tons, and 
00,771 tons ri gistor. During tbo cal- 
endar year, tbeiv were added to the 
list of Steamers in Canada, seventy- 
eight new steamers, making a gross 
tonnn'je of 11-1,010 tons, and 7,120 
register tonnugu.

Tennyson wrote of tho men who 
made the famous charge at Balaclava:
